'pare your ballot. A ballot clerk mny inform you as to the propir manner of marking a ballot, but he must not 
advise you or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. If you wish to vote for some of the candidates of differ- 
ent political parties, erase the names of the candidates you do not desire to vote for and make a cross mark, X, 
after the name of each candidate you desire to votefoi. If you wish to vote for a person fora certain office, 
whose name is not on the ballot, write or insert by a paster, the "name, in the blank space under the printed name 
of the candidates for the offi.-e, and mark a cross, X, in the square at the right of it. Do not mark your ballot in 
anj other way. If you spoil your ballot, return it to.the ballot clerk and get another; you cannot get more than 
three in all. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ba lot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist 


the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. Do not show nny 
one how you have marked your ballot. After marking ballot, fold it so that the inside cannot be seen, but so 
that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on outside may be seen. Then pass out of the 
booth, give your name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him y<5ur ballot to be p'aced in box.and 
pass out of vo'.ing place. A voter who declares to presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of 
physical disability he is unable to m^irk his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking 
same, to be chosen by th; voter. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such per- 
son's disability.

imitate the professionals early show 
evidence of skill. 
Perhaps the most cx- 


ciling style of any is that practiced in 
Japan, for in that country, strange and 
outrageous though it may seem, it has 
l>een the barbarous custom, after thu 
contest, to put the man who has been 
unfortunate enough to lose to a cruel 
death (a practice fast falling into dis- 
use). 
Hutting an opponent through 


the limits of the ring is considered a 
mark of superiority by the Japanese.—

They were flic originators of 
the torture dance, in the midstof which 
a warrior was hangod to a beam by the 
muscles of the breast, under which a- 
stone knife had been passed, leaving a 
bleeding slit, through which a rope of 
horse-hair was drawn and fastened to 
the wooden toggles Hint suspended him 
high in the air. The custom spread, 
and was practiced by the .Sioux, Gros 
Vcntres, Nex. I'erccs, Mandans, Clrcy- 
ennes and other Indians of the plains 
and surrounding country.

imitators in the "Hand of Canoes," one 
of the three bands of the South As.siui- 
boine.

band, while out hunting buffalo, were 
caught 
and 
bewildered with ,the 


helpless brutes 
themselves in 
the 


snows of the prairies, and sought the 
shelter of the woods by Lake Mandan. 

Man- 
dans and Gros Ventrcs Seeing that es- 
cape was impossible, and slaughter In- 
evitable. their war chief. Tall Hull, 
cried out to his warriors: "Follow me!"

The cardinals, as the adrtaersand a«- 


itistanta of the sovercijrn pontiff, are 
the supremo council or senate of the 
church, and on the death of the pope 
they elect his successor. There are 
three orders of cardinals—Bishops, 
prient* and deacons. These orders &ra 
distinct from those of the hierarchy; 
with a few exceptions, the cardinal 
pr'ests arc archbishops or bishops, and 
tho cardinal 
deacons are 
generally 


priests. The sacred college, when com- 
plete, consists of seventy members: 
six cardinal bishops, whose dioceses 
are the six "Suburban Sees;" fifty car- 
dinal priests, whose "titles," are the 
"Titular Churches," of which they are 
appointed superiors with j urisdiction, 
and a right to a throne, etc., therein, 
and fourteen cardinal deacons who are 
appointed to the churches called "Dea- 
eonrics." 


The first cardinal bishop is dean, the 


first of the priests is first priest, and 
the first of the deacons is first deacon 
of the sacred college. The deacon has 
the right of consecrating and the first 
deacon has the right of proclaiming 
and crowning a new pope. On tho 
death of the pontiff the cardinal earner- 
lengo lias the administration of tho 
public, affairs of the holy sec until n 
new pope is elected. The "ercat.ioJi" 
of a cardinal sometimes precedes, even 
by several years the "publication" or 
proclamation. The cardinal is then 
said to be "reserved in petto," and, 
when proclaimed, he takes prcccdenco 
according to date of creation. 


The title cardinal comes from tho 


Latin carlo, a hinge, because the gata 
of the church, the pope, turns on its 
hinges, the cardinals. 
Cardinal Gil>- 


boiiii is a cardinal priest, but a cardi- 
nal is not necessarily a priesl. Tha 
famous Cardinal Autouelli, privy coun- 
cilor of Pius IX., was only a deacon, an 
olTico which is now only a step to Uiu 
priesthood. 
A cardinal deacon may be 


a priest ill holy orders, and a cardinal 
priest may be, as in thec;use of Cardinal 
Gibbons, tin archbishop or a bishop. 
Tho cardinal bishops, however, arc al- 
ways bishops, and had their origin 
from the several sees in the vicinity of 
Rome, and a bishop is only a "cardinal 
bishop" when ho presides over one of 
these Roman sees. 
Parish churches 


or "titles" were first instituted 
in 


Rome by Pope Marcollns in the year 
;!i)4, 
and 
the 
priests 
in 
whoso 


charge they were permanently given 
were styled "cardinal priests." Tho 
fifty cardinal priests now are those 
who hold the correspond ing number o£ 
'"titles" or parishes in Koine. II was to 
receive his title that some years ago 
Cardinal Gibbons went to Koine, as it 
o.iu only be obtained from the hands of 
the pope himsel f. A cardinal is always 
created, never made or nominated. 


The procedure of the apnnintmcnt in 


the cuso of ecclesiastics residing in 
Uome is as follows: The candidate 
goes to thu vatic.-ui and receives from 
the pope the red bcretta; afterward, at 
a public consistory, the pope places oil 
his head the famous red hat, tho insignia, 
of his uflluc. From the inside of the hat 
depend fifteen tassels, arranged on both 
sides of it in a triangle from one to Bve. 
The cardinal bears this symbol of his 
rank but once—when tho pope puts it 
on his head in the consistory at which 
he is created, 
ft is then put away and 


laid on his bier, and after he is buried 
it is brought from the place where his 
grave has been made until his .success- 
or has l>ecn created. To "get the red 
hat" means to l>c created a cardinal, 
and a reminder that 
its recipient 


pledges himself to defend the church 
and its peace with his blood. 
Urban 


VIII. gave the cardinals their title of 
"Eminence." 
The cardinal wtarsa dis- 


tinctive ring, a sapphire set in gold, 
and on receiving it ho is expected to* 
give a large sum of money in charity. 
It is about seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, but was formerly much more. 


In the second consistory the pope- 


"closes the mouth of the candidate; 
that is, he forbids him for the present 


j to speak at meetings of cardinals; and 


at a third consistory he opens his 
mouth, that is, he removes the former 
prohibition, giving him, at the same 
time, a. ring, and assigning him his 
"title" or parish church in Rome. If 
the candidate is absent or prevented 
from visiting Rome at that time, the 
red berctta is sent to him, and on re- 
ceiving it he is bound to make oath that 
ho will, within a year, visit the tomb of 
the apostles. 


Cardinals who receive the hat by re- 


quest of the heads of the nations to 
which they belong are called "Crown 
Cardinals." 
Cardinal Guibert, 
arch- 


bishop of Paris, was called a "Crown 
Cardinal," although France is a repub- 
lic. 


A cardinal ecclesiastically takes pre- 


cedence in rank over a bishop or au 
archbishop, although, unless of episco- 
pal rank himself, ho can not perform 
the special functions characteristic of 
the episcopacy. 


The Emperor 
Constantino decreed 


that the cardinals were the inheritors 
of all the honors of tho Koman sena- 
tors, and declared them consuls and 
patricians. 
The 
bourbon 
kings of 


Fr:;ncc 
addressed 
them 
as 
"dear 


friends" and "my cousins." The pope> 
in addressing cardinal bishops calls 
them "our venerable brothers;" cardi- 
nal priests he calls "our dear sons," 
and in familiar conversation he speaks 
to each as "Monsieur le Cardinal, ' or 
".Signore Cardinal^." In writing to the 
pojie* a cardinal signs himself "voslra 
crcatura" (by your creation).
